Britain Accepts. 


Mr. Balfour’s speech at the Washington 
Conference yesterday was a credit to 
British diplomacy. It is hardly too 
much to say that his whole-hearted 
acceptance of the principles which were 
outlined by Mr. Hughes last Saturday has 
put a totally new aspect on the relations 
between Britain and the United States. 
For the first time since the ill-fated Paris 
Conference these two mighty nations are 
at one. Great Britain is the naval Power 
par excellence, and her ships swept the 
seas before Christopher Columbus was 
born. Yet, despite her absolute de- 
peudence upon sea-power, she has accepted 
the principle of naval disarmament,. and 
Mr. Balfour's speech is a milestone in the 
history of the world. Of course, the 
American proposals are not perfect. They 
make no provision for land disarmament, 
and from the British standpoint the re- 
duction of the Fleet would be foolhardy 
unless the armies of Europe should be 
reduced at the same time. That question, 
however, is bound to be raised at a later 
stage of the Conference. Again, Mr. 
Balfour thinks that, the American pro- 


compact mass, 


posals in regard to submarines do not go ; 


far enough. He suggests that the amount 
of tonnage to be allowed to Britain, 
America, and Japan shall be reduced 
still further and that steps shall be 
taken to prevent the building of “ super- 
submarines’’ altogether. The next naval 
war—if there should be another, war—will 
depend to a large extent upon under-sea 
craft, and we welcome Mr. Balfour’s pro- 
posal to check the development of a weapon 
which lends itself so readily to abuse. 

The sacrifices which America proposes 
for herselfi—so far as capital ships 
are concerned—are greater than those 
which she requires from Britain. She 
offers, in effect, to revoke the famous 
Daniels programme of 1916, which would 
have given her in two years about twice 
the effective naval tonnage of the British 
Fleet. She has in the course of construc- 
tion nine great battleships, of which three 
displace 32,600 tons and the other six 
43,000 tons. Furthermore, she is build- 
ing six battlecruisers of the Lexington 
class, displacing 43,500 tons. These vessels 
were calculated to cost some £10,000,000 
apiece, and a very large sum cf money has 
been spent on them already. America pro- 
poses to “scrap the lot,” as well as 
fifteen obsolescent capital ships, leaving 
only eighteen under the Stars and 
Stripes. Britain, on the other hand, 
is invited. to sacrifice fifteen out-of- 
date battleships. She is asked also to | 
scrap the four new Hoods, which were 
designed to embody all the lessons 
of the Jutland Battle. Their destruction 
would save the nation some £30,000,000, 
but would rob Britain of a certain amount 
of valuable prestige. Be that as it may, 
the American proposals, from the layman’s 
standpoint, areunselfish and even generous. 
To have rejected them, in the circum-. 
stances, would have been madness because, 
whatever America and Japan may choose 
to do, Britain g building activities must 
be kept within the financial limits which 
have been imposed on her by the war and 
its aftermath. Britain cannot afford to 
compete with America and Japan in naval 
armaments. For that reason alone every 
sensible man must welcome Mr. Hughes’s 
proposals. 

Two points, however, need careful study.. 
A ten years’ naval holiday will be of 
immense benefit to the British taxpayer ; 
but what will happen when it comes to 
an end? Under Mr. Hughes’s replacement 
scheme Britain in 1931 will need to build 
several new ships of the capital class. If 
the nation ceases to make big guns and 
armour during the interval, how will it 
be able to make them when the time for 
replacement arrives? The machinery for 
armour plates and modern guns is very 
costly and cannot be converted to other 
uses. The men who make them are highly 
skilled. Obviously, this matter cannot be 
ignored by the British experts. The other 
point concerns the problem of light 
cruisers. lí “the present building pro- 
gramme were completed, Britain would 
have sixty-one, against America’s thirteen. 
of these vessels. Mr. Hughes s proposals 
would give to each country a marimum 
allowance of 450,000 tons, including 
flotilla Jeaders and destroyers. Now, the 
American population of 100,000,000 is a 
virtually self-supporting 
and independent of sea-borne food. The 
400,000,000 inhabitants of the British 
Empire, on the other hand, are scattered 
widely throughout the globe, and are fed 
from the seas. The mercantile marine is 
to the Empire what her railway system 
is to the United States, and the mainte- 
nance of sea communications

To that end, in neace

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Civil Asiation. 


Air-Marshal Sir Hugh Trenchard has 
revealed what scems to be the official 
military view on the question of civil | 
aviation. The Government has been 
pressed from many quarters to adopt 
a bold policy and to subsidise private 
firms. Both France and Germany have 
adopted this plan. Its advocates say that | 
it would not only improve the country’s 
system of communications, but would 
create a huge reserve of men and miachines 
from which squadrons of the Royal Air 
Force could be recruited in time of war. 
Sir Hugh Trenchard inclines to the 
opinion that better results could be 


achieved if the money were given to the | 


Air Force instead of to private concerns. 
If he found that a subsidy to the trade 
would give him forty or fifty additional 
men and machines, and that for the same 
money he could get five or six squad- 
Tons, he would take the squadrons. The 
squadrons could be obtained by the forma- 
tion of a citizen auxiliary Air Force. When 
the pilots had been taught to fly they 
would be required to undergo a short 
period of training every year and they 
would be available for home defence at a 
moment's notice. Their enrolment would 
be a means of spreading a knowledge of 
aerial work among the civilian population 
and wonld strengthen the general desire 
for air travel. In other words, “the ser- 
vice would lead and the trade would follow 
the flag.”” Which plan will the Govern- 
ment. choose? It cannot continue to follow 
its present policy of doing nothing. 


Elgin Cathedral. 


Elgin Cathedral, one of the finest 
ecclesiastical ruins north of the Tweed, 
will reach its seven hundredth anniversary 
in 1924. A meeting has been held to pre- 
pare a worthy celebration of the event; 
but, according to a writer in the Morning 
Post, no Roman Catholics were present. 
They refuse to co-operate with the Pro- 
testants on the ground that the Cathedral, 
having been built by Roman Catholics, 
was ravaged by Protestants at and after 
the Reformation. Nevertheless, they are 
anxious to share in the ceremonies. They 
suggest either that their Church shall con- 
duct the religious Services or that the 
ceremonies shall be of a purely civic 
character. The Protestants reply that 
religion cannot be excluded from the 
celebrations. They propose a joint religious 
Service in which the Roman Catholics 
would be given pride of place, or an open- 
ing Protestant Service, to be followed by 
civic processions and pageantry. It is 
understood that the problem has been re- 
ferred to Rome, and that the Bishop of 
Aberdeen will announce at an early date 
whether Roman Catholics can take an 
active part in the proceedings or, if that is 
forbidden, whether they may attend as 
onlookers. Although there has been much 
controversy over the ownership of religious 
buildings in Ireland, we do not think that 
a crus of this kind has arisen here within 
living memory.

The Moplahs. 


Three months have elapsed since the 
Moplahs rose in revolt, and, although the 
Indian Office has issued reassuring state- 
ments from time to time, the rebellion has 
not been suppressed. On the contrary, 
the area under the control of the rebels 
has been extended. They dominate the 
situation in virtually the whole of Ernad, 
and the unfortunate Hindu population 
have been subjected to the most horrible 
fanaticism can 
devise. They have been forced to embrace 
the Moslem faith on pain of death, and 
thousands of them have been tortured. 
In the west the rebels are led by a chief 
named Seethikoya Thangal, whose cruelty 
knows no bounds. Scores of his victims 
have been flayed alive. The Indian Govern- 
ment must bear the blame for these 
atrocities. In the first place, it allowed 
the. political agitators to play upon the 
religious feelings of the Moplahs and to 
stir them into revolt. Sedition was 
preached openly and without hindrance. 
In the second place, when the rebellion 
broke out the Government did not take 
those prompt measures which the situation 
demanded. Only a few troops were sent to 
the disturbed region and they were powér- 
less to restore order. Now a large force is 
on the scene, but it will be a long time 
before the rebellion is broken. 


Europe’s Fire Brigade. 


During the recent gale a fire broke out 
in Geneva which threatened to envelop 
the whole city. It burnt furiously 
for half an hour before a fire brigade 
arrived, although one brigade station 
almost faced the blazing building. The 
Canton of Geneva, it appears, is divided 
into many communes. Every commune 
has its own mayor and fire brigade, and 
these brigades are forbidden to poach on 
one another’s preserves. The burning 
building was on the boundary line between 
two communes, and so was res nullius— 
nobody’s concern. Two brigades watched 
the flames with complacent curiosity until 
about £25.000 worth of damage had been 
done. Then some master-mind got to 
work; conferences were held, and one of 
the two brigades was released “for neces- 
sary action.” In the League of Nations 
buildings some fifty countries have a large 
amount of property. It is suggested that, 
unless the League can make some sort of 
treaty with the loca] authorities, it ought 
to organise its own fire brigade. In this 
little story the cynic will find, perhaps, 
an analogy to the present state of Europe. 
An excess of “ self-determination’’ may 
have its disadvantages—especially in case 
fire.

DR. "' JACKY ” BARRETT. 


A hundred years ago to-day one of the most 
remarkable men associated with the academic 
life of Trinity College, Dublin, passed away. 
This was Dr. John Barrett, one of the Senior 
Fellows, and for the last six years of his life a 
Vice-Provost of the College. To-day his name 
is known only to those familiar with the history 
of T.C.D. and of the men who played a pro- 
minent part in its eighteenth century story. 

In the world of fiction the reader meets with 
many a quaint and original character, but none 
so peculiar and eccentric as Barrett, who was 
more than a compound of such traite as Madame 
D’Arblay has given to Briggs and Dr. Orkburn, 
two of her most extraordinary creations. But 
with all his peculiarities nature had endowed 
him with rare powers of perseverance and ap- 
plication; his advancement in College honours 
was rapid, and the festivities of his fellow- 
students never withdrew him from serious pur- 
sults. 

In appearance and manner he was a rare 
mixture of oddity and whimsicalhty; everything 
he said or did had something quaintly charac- 
teristic about it. He wae a personification of 
Dean Swift’s broomstick—a thing of contradic- 
tions. Low of stature, he had a head preter- 
naturally large; his feet were unusually small, 
and, according to a contemporary, when “ he 
stood with them close together he looked at a 
distance like an equilateral triangle standing on 
its vertex.” Water was an element which for 
him had no attraction; he seldom washed his 
hands or cut his nails, so that it is said that the 
semi-circle of dirt under each nail appeared 
“like a horse-shoe appended to a mahogany 
finger.”

Barrett entered Trinity as a pensioner in 1767, 
when the number of students on the College 
register was only 273. One of the most dis- 
tinguished of his colleagues was Philpot Curran. 
By hard study he won a scholarship in 1773. In 
those years he was the butt of many a quip 
from his associates, for his shabby attire and 
unkempt — made him a strange figure 
in college life. So extreme was his parsimony 
that he never wore his gown, except on occa 
sions when he dreaded the infliction of a fine for 
being without it: He occupied a garret in the 
library equare; no fire ever cheered his hearth, 
and on cold winter nights he stole down to the 
College kitchen for warmth. One night his be 
draggled appearance aroused the suspicion of 
the College porters and he was turned outside. 

Throughout his student, graduate, and latter 
days he led the life of a solitary. When read- 
ing for his Fellowship examinations he retired 
to his garret, placed the humble pieces oi 
furniture he possessed in a semi-circle around 
him, and went through the form of an examuina- 
tion with them. To his table, chair, basin, and 
bed he put such questions as occurred to hIirn. 
To the first supposed answer he said “ Male *’:; 
to the next, “ Minus recte” to another, 
“ Die tu,” and on to the last, which represented 
himself, - when he would reply; “ Recte 
respondisti, domine Barrett.”’ 

In this way he got through his entire course, 
and won with distinction in 1778, being co-opted 
a Senior Fellow in 1791. 

His character was a rare amalgam of 
simplicity and depth. Many are the anecdotes 
recorded of him. His passion for economy led 
him once to complain of the expense the College 
authorities were incurring in removing the 
débris. of some pulled-4down - buildings. There 
was no need, he protested, to draw it away in 
carts. What was his plan, asked a member of 
the College Board. “ Dig a hole and bury it,” 
he promptly replied. “ And what about the 
fresh clay?” he was asked. Promptly came his 
answer: “ Dig another hole and bury it. . 

From his first day in College until he became 
a Fellow Dr. Barrett was we the further away 
than College Gréen. Once when visiting at the 
house of Dr. Magee, a Fellow of Trinity, a fierce 
turkey-cock attacked him in the yard. The 
menacing attitude of the bird so terrified him 
that he fled to the house for shelter, slamming 
the door behind him. 

On another occasion when passing by Lord 
Charlemont’s residence in Clontarf he saw sheep 
for the first time, exclaimed, “ Oh, lve 
mutton.”” The sea he as “a hroad 
flat superfices, like Euclid’s definition of a line, 
expanding into a surface; end lke Xenophon's 
plain, blue and covered with wormwood.”’ 
Once, as “senior of the hall,” presiding at 
commons, a pock-marked student, known to his 
colleagues as “ Formosus Apollo,” complained 
that the mutton was putrid. “ You need only 
look at the colour of it,” he said, to which 
Barrett, who knew more about Virgil than 
mutton, replied: 

“ Oh! formose puer, namium ne crede color.” 


. 
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Dr. Barrett is the author of a work on the 
origin and signs of the Zodiac, which, for ite 
originality and the wealth of quotations with 
which it abounds, is equalled only by Burton’s 
“ Anatomy of Melancholy.’”” According to him 
the twelve. signs are hieroglyphic history, the 
first six dealing with the creation and the 
others with the fall of man. By a laboured 
process of argument he contends that Artes 
represents the Lord and Creator of all things; 
Taurus, the ocean and chaotic earth; Gemins, 
night and day; Cancer. the starry heavens; Leo, 
the sun: Virgo, the earth producing vegetation ; 
libra represents the Sabbath; Scorpio, the 
serperit; Saggitarius, the promised Deliverer ; 
Capricornus, the enemy of man; Aquarius, the 
troubles consequent on the loss of Eden; and 
Adam and Eve and their posterity under the 
shadow of death. 

He also wrote an essay on the early life of 
Dean Swift, now one of the scarcest items of 
Swiftiana, in which he makes some interesting 
observations on Swift’s early years in College 
and the zeal which he showed against '“ inuova- 
tors in Church and State.” 

Barrett’s most notable literary achievement 
was his discovery of an old palimpsest manu- 
script in Trinity College, on which he found 
inscribed fragments, of the Gospel of St. 
Matthew. After his death it was found that he 
ossessed considerable wealth and property. He 
yequeathed all his property to several of the 
Colleze Fellows in trust for various charitabie 
institutions, and left only small annuities to a 
brother and nieces. ae >

HUGUENOTS IN IRELAND. 


THE FAMILY OF LA TOUCHE. 


——Kb— 


Of many: notable Huguenot families that 
sought refuge in Ireland after the Revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes few exercised so favour- 
able an influence in the country of their adop- 
tion as the family of La Touche, whore name Is 
written large in the annals of learning, com- 
merce, finance, and sport. 

The first to settle in Dublin was David Digges 
La Touche, fourth son of the Seigneur de la 
Touche, owner of large estates in Blois, Orleans, 
and other parts of France. David was a cadet 
serving at Valemeiennes, and was only fifteen 
years of,age at the time of the Revocation, and 
his early vicissitudes form a romantic story. 

To escape persecution if was decided that he 
should make his way to Holland, where a 
branch of his family had long been SEAS “--

Hungry: and penniless he tramped on, and 
finally reached Amsterdam, when, worn out, he 
rested hiniselfton a doorstep, and was forlornly 
humming a Huguenot air when an elderly 
gentleman etopped and asked him, “ Are you a 
Frenchman?” “Yes,” replied the lad. What 
is your country?” “Le Blessois. Where did 
you live there”” “ At Chateau La Touche, near 
Mer de Blessois.” “ Are you 4a Protestant: 
“ Yes.” “What are you doing here?” “ Nothing ; 
I have only just arrived.” “ What do you in- 
tend to do?” “ Whatever my uncle wishes. 
“Who is your uncle?” “Louis Digues dé la 
Brosse. aud I am searching for his house. 
“Come with me, and I will show you where he 

ves. 
=a few minutes sufficed to bring them to a 
handsome mansion, which they entered, and 
then the old gentleman discovered himself as 
the uncle of the young refugee, whom he 
adopted-as his nephew. . 

After pursuing his studies for a time David 
volunteered under the Prince of Orange, and as 
Lieutenant, and then Captain in Princess Annes 
Regiment of Infantry, he served through the 
Irish campaign. Retiring from the Army on the 
conclusion’ of the war, he, with many of his 
compatriots, settled in Dublin, and began to 
turn his attention to business, and, being en- 
trusted by his fellow-refugees with large sums 
of money and other valuables, he conceived the 
idea of establishing a bunk. 

-. . * _ * 

This he started in a small way at first in 
High street, but such was the confidence re- 
posed in him that the bank prospered so 
rapidly that larger premises seon hecame a 
necessity, and the business was moved to the 
prominent sition at the corner of Dame 
street and Palace street, now occupied by the 
Munster and Leinster Bank. He married a 
fdile. Biard, by whom he had two sons, 
David and James, and he and his family were 
held in the highest esteem by the citizens. 

His end wus somewhat tragic-on October 
17th. 1745, shortly after his seventy-fourth 
birthday, he wes found in Dublin Castle 
Chapel, on his knees, dead. The elder son, 
David, succeeded his father in the bank, which 
continued to prosper. He had married Mdlle. 
Canaseele in 1725, and had cleven chiidren, 
but of his seven sons only two left ‘any 
children, and from these two—the Picht Hon. 
David La Touche, of Marlay, whe married a 
daughter of Bishop Marlay, of Dromore, and 
first cousin of Henry Grattan, and his brother 
James—are descended the various brarches of 
the family. 

James, the younger son, was a clever and 
learned man, and the author of “ Observs 
tions on the Embargo Lately Laid on Exports 
of Beef, Pork, and Butter from Ireland.” His 
gon, William (1746-1803) was British Resident 
at Buseora. on the Persian Gulf. where hi 
tact. generosity, and wise administration did 
much to advance British prestige in that part 
of the world.

NOT TO BE SURRENDERED. 


Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, D.L., Minister 
of Labour in the Northern Ireland Parliament, 
a. ‘ved in Belfast yesterday morning from 
London, where he has been participating in the 
deliberations of the Ulster Cabinet regarding 
Mr. Lloyd George's proposals. 

Mr. Andrews made the following statement :— 

“AA disgraceful betrayal of Ulster has been 
a‘tempted by the Coalition Cabinet. The 
suggestion has been made that we should agree 
to a Parliament for all Ireland, with Dominion 
powers. We have informed His Majesty's Go- 
vernment that we are not prepared to admit 
the ascendancy of any Parliament other than 
the Imperial Parliament over ours, or to agree 
to the reserved services being transferred to a 
Parliament for all Ireland, which undoubtedly 
would be controlled by those who boast that 
they are the enemies of the Empire. 

“Our Prime Minister and his colleagues have 
pointed out to His Majesty’s Government, in 
the clearest possible way, that any discussion 
based on a Parliament for all Ireland must 
prove fruitless; and we have asked that this 
proposal should be withdrawn before any con- 
ference takes place between His Majesty's Go- 
vernment and the Ulster Cabinet. 

“ In the interests of peace, which every right- 
think person desires, we, the loyalists of 
Ulster, accepted a Parliament of our own as a 
compromise and as a final settlement. It is 
for our opponents, if they desire peace, to 
accept and work their Parliament in Southern 
Ireland in the same spirit, and with the object 
of producing a happy, prosperous, peaceful, and 
loyal Ireland. 

“Immediately on my return from London, I 
again desire to state that your representatives 
will. mot agree to any surrender of Ulster s 
rights.”

Craig at a meeting of Women Unionists in Bel- 
fast, last night :— 

I am very much obliged for the kind 
letter conveying the terms of the resolution 
passed by the Pottinger Women Unionist As- 
sociation at its last meeting. Will you convey 
to one and all my hearty thanks for such timely 
encouragement ? 

It. is a great comfort to know that I have 
earned the confidence, sympathy, and support, 
of the women of Ulster.

Betrayed by men in high 
places, offered as a sacrifice to the vanity of 
England's Prime Minister, she stands absolutely 
alone. It may be that her enemies may once 
more learn that alone, untrammelled by the 
clogging hands of false and feeble friends, she 
is a force unconquered and unconquerable. 

Mr William Coote, M.P., speaking last night 
at Coagh. Co. Tyrone, said that the Govern- 
ment threatened Ulster that if she would not 
go into a Dublin Parliament and lay her neck 
meekly on the block for decapitation, they 
would withdraw their protection from Ulster.

FRUITFUL CAUSE OF WAR. 


The decision ef the Ambassadors’ Conference 
vith regard to the frontiers between Serbia and 
Albania, as finally approved on November 7, 
involves the evacuation by Jug av forces of 
the area east and north of the River Drin, 
which they have occupied for the last three 
yeare, 

The <Btish Government has never doubted 
tle good intentions of the Serbian Government 
in this matter. While, therefore, desiring to 
bee the decision of the Ambassadors’ Conference 
hastened as far as ible, it was not this 
point which the British Government had in 
view in summoning an urgent meeting of the 
Council of the ue. 

That action was based on reports that large 
Jugo-Slav forces had invaded Albanian tern- 
tory beyond the Drin. : 

The British Government bas iníormation that 
this advance was directly instigated from 
Belgrade, and in so far as this is the case, it 
considers that there is a clear breach of the 
League Covenant, which might well lead to a 
State of war.

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OIL REFINERY EXPLOSION. 


HAVOC IN GERMANY. 
MAYENCE, Tuesday. 


A terrific explosion occurred yesterday even- 
ing in the village of Dotzheim, some miles from 
Wiesbaden. The accident occurred in an oil 
refinery, employing about 100 hands, as the 
night shift was about to begin work. 

e whole factory was shaken, and a re- 
inforced concrete building, the walls of which 
were three feet thick, collapsed into the crater 
caused by the explosion. 

Enormous flames, fed by the escaping oil, 
leaped to a great height, and the country 
round was enveloped in a cloud of blinding 
smoke. Windows within a considerable radius 
were smashed. 

According to the newspapers, ten persons 
were buried in the factory ruins. There is no 
hope of their being extricated. Thirty others 
were more or less seriously injured. 

The Wiesbaden Fire Brigade and French 
troops, co-operated in the rescue work. 

The cause of the disaster is unknown.

CRUCIAL EVENT. 


- 


The centre of interest in connection with the 
Irish negotiations will be transferred to-morrow 
from London to Liverpool, where, at the con- 
ference of the National Unionist Association, 
the attitude of the Unionist Party as a whole 
to the Government’s Irish policy will be deter- 
mined. The conference is likely to be of a 
crucial character. 

A member of the Ministry expressed the view 
to a Pross Association representative that its 
proceedings will have an all-important bearing 
upon the Irish negotiations, the future of the 
Unionist Party and of the Coalition Govern- 
ment as a whole. 

The Irish debate will be opened at an early 
stage, and will probably occupy the greater 
part of Thursday. The gencral view is that in 
excitement it will equal, if it does not excel, the 
memorable conference of 1903, when Tariff Re 
form was the supreme issue. 

The occasion is clearly to be made a battle- 
ground for an attack upon the Government. 
There are several Irish resolutions on the 
agenda. The first, in the name of Colonel 
Archer-Shee, views the “negotiations with the 
Irish rebel junta” with the gravest apprehen- 
sion, and considers that the offer made on be- 
half of Great Britain went far beyond Unionist 
opinion in the country, especially with regard 
to the establishment of an Irish territorial 
army. 


SAFEGUARDS FOR ULSTER. 


A second resolution, in the name of Colonel 
Gretton, declares that “no settlement of the 
Irish question will be acceptable which does 
not absolutely respect the position acquired by 
Ulster, and does not provide every safeguard 
that is essential for our Imperial security, and 
the protection of the loyalists in the South and 
West of Ireland.” 

Yet a third resolution, which will be moved 
by the Duke of Northumberland, expresses in 
general terms the opinion that “ some features 
of Coalition policy are unworthy of Unionist 
support.’ 

Who will be the advocates on behalf of the 
Government is not yet known. It is virtually 
certain that Mr. Bonar Law will not attend the 
conference, neither will the leader of the party, 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain, who, however, will 
make an important pronouncement dealing 
rincipally with Ireland at a mass meeting on 
‘hursday night. 

The delegates to the conference will number 
between 1,500 and 2,000. 


PREMIER’S INTEREST... 


Th: Prime Minister is believed to atiach con- 
siderable importance to the meeting, says the 
Press Association, and it is understood that he 
regards the decisions which will be arrived et 
as of the gravest possible significance in in- 
fluencing the immediate future of the Irish ne- 
gotiations. It is not expected that the Premier 
will send a message to the conference on this 
occasion, but he will follow the proceedings with 
the closest interest, and will be kept in touch 
with each succeeding development during the 
meeting.

DEADLOCK MAY BE 
AVERTED. 

The Central. News Political Correspondent 
writes:—The Prime Minister last night con- 
ferred with his colleagues who are specially 
concerned with the Irish negotiations, includ- 
ing Mr. Chamberlain, Lord Birkenhead, Mr. 
Churchill, and Sir L. Worthington Evans. 

The position now is that the Cabinet await 
the answer of the Ulster Government to their 
latest communication. I understand that 
emphasis has been laid by the Government on 
the safeguards which are assured to Ulster in 
the Government scheme for an All-Ireland 
Parliament. 
James Craig and his fellow-Ministers will 
amenable to the suggestions of absolute security 
that are made to them, and that a deadlock 
will be avoided. 

Tt is assumed in political circles thai the pro- 
ceedings of the Unionist Conference at Liver- 
pool will result in an endorsement of the setile- 
ment proposals of the Government. These 
were supported by Earl Midleton and his 
colleagues on behalf of the Anti-Partition 
League of Southern Irish Unionists in their 
interview with the Prime Minister. 

Considerable weight is also attached to the 
information which has reached the Whips, as 
the result of special inquiries concerning the 


feelings in the country towards a General 
Election. The reports show that bankers, 
merchants, and manufacturers are strongly 


opposed to- a General Election at present, on 
the ground that it would disturb national 
life at the very moment that a trade revival is 
necessary. 

Another factor in determining political 
developments is a realisation by party agents 
that, short of being confronted by an Irish 
demand for an independent Republic, the 
people, of Great Britain would not be responsible 
for, so far from being interested in, a General 
Election, on Ulster’s refusal to accept an All- 
Ireland Parliament. The reports indicate that 
the questions the electorate would insist on 
bringing to the forefront are those of taxation 
and unemployment. Through the web of un- 
certainty’: in the present situation, therefore, 
the belief persists that a solution of the Irish 
question is most likely to be found, in spite cf 
certain evidence to the contrary, along lines of 
mutual accommodation. 

The Duke of Sutherland’s speech to a Prim- 
rose League meeting at Woking. on Monday 
occasioned a good deal of comment yesterday 
as a portent. The Duke stated that the 1 ish 
question must be settled now, once and ‘or al, 
and that the alternative was chaos, bloodsned 
increased taxation, with bankruptcy, and 
eventual ruin. It is understood that the terms 
of this speech had the approval of Lord 
Birkenhead.

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NO COMPLAINTS AT THE PARTY. 


CHICAGO, Tuesday. 

Miss Betty Campbell, the so-called “missing ’ 
witness for the defence in the Arbuckle case, 
has been found here. She says that. she was a 
member of the party at Arbuckle’s rooms on 
the afternoon of the day when the tragedy took 
place, and that she remained there from 
4 o'clock in the afternoen until 8 o'clock in the 
evening. 

‘We drank, danced, and played the phono- 
graph,” she says, “ and the party included the 
same people who were there with Virginia. 

“ It does not seem possible that, if Arbuckle 
is guilty of the terrible crime with which he is 
now charged, these same people who are now 
testifying against him would have remained 
there.” 

The witness further stated that she did not 
hear a word from anybody to indicate that 
there had been trouble, with the exception of 
two statements made by Arbuckle himself. 

Once he remarked that he had sent Virginia 
out of the party because she was too wild and 
noisy, and later, at dinner, he told Mr. 
Semncher, Miss Rappe’s manager, that “I 
think you should take her out of here. I don’t 
want to be responsible for ber.’’—(Reuter.)

The whole of the Tamboff region is in 
the hands of the insurgents, who possess 
machine guns and cavalry, and are being 
see gens by the peasantry. 

‘he partial mobilisation of troops has 
ott practically a failure owing to the

REVAL, Tuesday. 

The Pravasa reports from Kirghiz that the 
populations in five Governments are in danger 
of death. 

In Orenburg the death roll is 50 daily, and 
the whole town is filled to overflowing with 
starving refugees. 

The people are subsisting on dogs and other 
domestic animals, lizards and birds. Out of 
3,000,000 draught animals, only 200,000 remain, 
and out of 25,000,000 sheep less than half the 
number remain. | 

At least 150,000 tons of corn are necessary 
for the feeding of over 8,000,000 persons, and 
up to October 20 only about 250 tons had been 
collected. Some of it was grown locally, and 
some obtained by barter.—(Reuter.) 


CIVILISATION. 


PRESENT-DAY TENDENCIES. 

‘Civilisation and some of its modern ten- 
dencies,” was the subject of the opening ad- 
dress of the auditor, Mr. A. P. Armstrong, 
B.A., at the inaugural meeting of the 61st 
session of the Harold’s Cross ¥.M.C.A., in the 
Parochial Hall, Leinster road, West, Dublin, 
last evening. 

The auditor, in his address, began by showing 
that the civilisations of past ages had an interest 
for the plain man in the street, and were not 
merely matters for the historian. The fall of 
mighty nations should fill them with awe, but 
peradventure their own civilisation was totter- 
ing. Britain had lessons yet to teach the 
world, however—the forgiveness of enemies, the 
recognition of democracy’s strength, the power 
of conciliation. Turginey, the great Russian 
novelist, made one of his principal characters 
applaud the Western European civilisation. 
Let them feel that they were deserving of 
this appreciation by their attitude to the broken 
and bleeding Russia of to-day. 

Some popular phases of modern civilsation 
were then dealt with, and the conclusion 
reached was that the tendency of civilisation 
in one of its aspects was emotionalism, re- 
garding the word in its mean sense—the mere 
tickling of the iritellectual palate. The fact that 
Britain «owed her greatness to Christianity, 
which was woven as it were into the fabric, 
was utilised to point the message that as 
charity was the keynote of the Christian re- 


ligion that should--be the distinguishing at- 
tribute of their ordinary everyday life. 
Mr. J. G. Swift MacNeill, K.C., moved a 


hearty vote of thanks to the autiior for bis ad- 
dress, and, commenting on the latter, said 
that he did not think England's day had come, 
and what was more, he did not think: that it 
could or ever would come. (Applause). 

Mr. Alexander F. Blood, K.C., in seconding 
the motion, said that he refused to believe that 
Russia’s fall was to be a permanent one. He 
declined to admit that England was going to 
decline. He regarded her as being in the posi- 
tion of a country, which, having emerged from 
the furnace of five years was on the first 
rung of a new Jadder. A factor in civiieztion 
was education. He commented on the fact that 
many children had to leave school at the age of 
13 years. He thought that the State should 
come to the aid of such children. 

The resolution was passed. 

The annua! report, the adoption of which 
was moved by Mr. C. C. , &. Fennell, 
seconded by Mr. P. H. Clegg, and passed, re- 
ferred to the successful work of the past ses- 
sion, and tribute was paid to the successful 
efforts of Rev. J. J. Loughead, in bringing 
about the revival of interest in the association. 

The. Chairman (Rev. Canon J. Newport 
White), distributed the prizes to the success- 
ful essayists of last session. 
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HEAVY MOPLAH LOSSES. 
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230 EILLED IN ONE ENGAGE- 
MENT. 


DELHI, Tuesday. 

A General Staff communiqué on the Moplah 
situation to-day says:—Two thousand Moplahs 
heavily attacked the Pandikkod post, which was 
held by a company of the 2nd/8th Gurkha 
Rifles. : 

The enemy lost 230 killed. Our casnalties 
were—Captain Averill, of the Gurkhas, killed; 
three other ranke killed, and 34 wounded. 

The ctvil Postmaster at Pandikkod has been 
murdered. 

Ono gun and 139 knives were captured. 

A small party of armed Moplahs was seen at 
the junction of the. Kottakal-Tirur-Tirurargade 
roads, and one of them was killed. 

In the operations north-east of Calicut, the 
total rebel casualties were 104. Seven rebels 
were taken prisoner, and 25 guns were captured. 

The principal event was the destruction of 
an enemy gang of 56 Moplahs operating against 
the 28th Gurkha Rifles. All were killed after 
severo fighting.—(Reuter.) 

MADRAS, Monday. 

A message from Calicut states that a bic 
engagement with the rebels in the neighbour- 
hood of the Kavara Mosque at Vayakad is re- 
ported to have taken amg yesterday. One 
Gurkha officer and twelve Indian other ranks 
wounded were brought to Feroke, whence they 
were conveyed to Tiru. 


The rebels are believed to have senffered 
numerous casualties. Six were captured.— 
(Reuter.)

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A COLOSSAL MEMORY.

The most dramatic incident, in the trial 
of Landru yesterday was a denunciation 
of the prisoner as a murderer by the 
mother of one of. his alleged victims. 

A statement was made by the prisoner's 
counsel that news had been received that 
Madame Couchet, for whose murder 
Landru has been already tried, had been 
employed as a domestic servant in a town 
in Italy. 


SIXTH CHARGE. . 


DOMESTIC SERVANT’S 


DISAPPEARANCE. 


PARIS, November 15th. 

When the Court reassembled again to-day to 
continue the Landru tria] the case of the sixth 
missing fiancée, Mdile. Andree Babelay, came 
up. : 

She was only 19 years of age, and Landru 
admitted that he met her in February ,1917, on 
the Metropolitan Railway in great distress, be- 
cause she was out of work and had only two 
francs in the world and nowhere to go. 

Landru said that he offered her an empty 
room that he was renting in Rue Maubeuge, 
the concierge being under the impression that 
she was his niece from the country. He added 
that she remained for some time in his room, 
he sleeping elsewhere, and that it was very 
awkward for him, ae she fell ill, and was 
obliged to have a doctor, who recommended 
country air for the patient. It was for that 
reason that he took her to his villa at Gambais, 
taking a return ticket for himself and a single 
ticket for the girl, as he intended to leave her 
at Gambais for some time. 

The presiding judge then remarked that up to 


April 12 the inhabitants saw Mdlle. Babelay 
occasionally riding a bicycle. On April 12 
Landru himeelf was at the villa, and the pre- 


siding judge said that according to Landru’s 
notebook he bought and paid for two cubic 
metres of wood-on that day. On the same 
evening he returned to Paris. 

Landru, in reply to this statement, said that 
he was not at Gambais on April 12, and denied 
that the fatal figure “4 o'clock ” entered in his 
notebook was the hour of Andree Babelay's 
death. 

Continued reference to his notehook finally 
roused Landru to an outburst of impatience. 
The prosecution, he declared, was convinced 
that he had committed alleged murders. and 
everything in his notebook was being brought 
im as evidence. “It is the truth we are -seek- 
ing,” he protested. He then went on to gay 
that he had bought Mdlee. Babelav back to 
Paris, and that she had gone to another situa- 
-tion. He had not seen her since then. 


PRESS OPINIONS. 
UNFORGOTTEN DATES. 


As the trial proceeds and case follows case 
Landru’s colossal memdry excites more and more 


wonder. He apparently never forgets a date or 
a figure. During 31 months’ imprisonment he 


has only once had an opportunity of glancing 
at his notebook; nevertheless, whenever a ques- 
tion arises regarding any entry in it he is able 
to tell the presiding judge or the prosecution 
the exact page where the entry may be found. 
“ Look’ up page 25. You will find the following 
in the top right-hand corner: A.M. 23.” Landru 
has given indications of this character time 
and again. 

Even half-way through the trial it is difficult 
to say how things are going. Some of this 
morning's newspapers have headlines over their 
accounts of yesterday, “A good day for 
Landru.”- Others head their accounts, “A bad 
day.” 

The only dramatic moment to-day was when 
Mdlle. Babclay’s mother stood up in court and 
denounced Landru as her daughter’s murderer. 

Counsel for the defence intimated that he had 
received news from Rienza, in Italy, that Mme. 
Couchet, whose son had been killed in the war, 
had been employed there as a domestic servant. 

The Court has arranged that. henceforth only 
one case will be taken each day. á

UNIONISTS’ ATTITUDE.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


The members of the Ulster Cabinet are 
separated, and most of them are now back in 
Belfast. Those who were not in London on 
Monday night, when the British Cabinet's last 
communication was received, have been supplied 
with copies by post. Colonel Spender, the 
Secretary to the Ulster Cabinet, remains in 
London. Sir James Craig, Ulster’s Premier, is 
to be at Thiepval on Saturday, but hé is ex- 
pected back in London immediately afterwards. 
A meeting of the Ulster Cabinet this week is 
unlikely. 

Both the British and the Ulster Governments 
are waiting for the outcome of the discussion 
on the Irish negotiations at the Unionist Con- 
ference at Liverpool. In official quarters in 
London it is hoped that the debate will definitely 
clear the air by showing that the section of the 
Unionist Party opposed to the negotiations and 
the general proposals for settlement, in so far 
as they have unofficially been made known, is 
relatively as inconsiderable in the country as it 
was proved to be in the House of Commons. 
But if the Conference should disclose the exist- 
ence of a considerable body of opinion against 
the Government’s policy, Ulster’s determination 
to resist concessions will be immensely 
strengthened and the continuance of the 
Coalition endangered. 

There is as yet no indication that the “ Die 
Hards’ ' movement has received the counten- 
ance of present or former leaders of the Unionist 
Party. Apparently the Government has not 
thought of a further interview with the Sinn 
Fein representatives until after the further 
reply from Ulster, which is now awaited, but is 
scarcely expected for some days. 


LIVERPOOL MEETING. 


AN ELEMENT OF DANGER. 


Major C. G. C. Hamilton, M.P., writes to 7’he 
Times:—I have read with the greatest interest 
Mr. Ronald McNeill’s letter and Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain’s reply thereto, and I have re- 
ceived many letters and personal requests that 
I should go to the Liverpool Conference of the 
National Union on Thursday of this week. 
There appears to me to be an element of danger 
both to our party and to our country in this 
Conference at this moment. Mr. Austen Cham- 
berlain, in his letter, says he will never be a 
party to the coercion of Ulster. From my point 
of view, and the point of view of sound Con- 
servatives, that is a platitude, but perhaps it 
needs to be reiterated at this juncture. 

We as a party are represented by our leader 
in the House of Commons, the Lord Chancellor, 
and Sir Worthington-Evans in the Conference 
which is at present sitting to endeavour to find 
a solution of the Irish problem. What is our 
object? Is not the object of every loyal citizen 
of our Empire that a solution should be found 
leading to peace, and, it is hoped, permanent 
peace, on a sound Imperial basis? I do most 
sincerely hope that the result of the Liverpool 
meeting will be to give confidence to those who 
are negotiating on behalf of our party in the 
Irish Conference to go ahead and to come to a 
peaceful settlement if they can, whether they 
represent Ulster specially or any other part of 
His Majesty’s loyal subjects.

The Morning Post says:—The Government 
are deceiving the public when they say or in- 
sinuate that Ulster is the obstacle to peace, 
and we challenge the Government to produce 
any evidence that the rebel delegation has made 
any advance—that is, in any way binding— 
upon Mr. de Valera’s position, that Ireland is 
a free Republic and owes no allegiance to the 
Crown.

Mr. Balfour’s speech on the limitation of 
naval armaments was the principal feature 
oí the second session of the Armaments 
Conference in Washington yesterday. 

There was a large attendance of distin- 
guished persons in the galleries, and Mr. 
Balfour’s presentation of Great Britain’s 
views was. warmly acclaimed. 

Having pointed to the importance of sea 
communication to the British Empire,. he 
said that the suggested proportions of 
battleships between the various countries 


were acceptable, and the limitation of 
armaments reasonable. 
He thought, however, that the sub- 


marine tonnage might be reduced and the 
construction of large submarines altogether 
prohibited. 

When he promised Great Britain’s full, 
loyal, and complete co-operation towards 
America’s plan the occupants of the 
gallery rose and applauded him for some 
time. 

Great applause also followed the reading 
of a telegram which he had received from 
Mr. Lloyd George announcing that the 
British Government whole-heartedly en- 
dorsed. Mr. Balfour's opinion of the 
speeches made by President Harding and 
Mr. Hughes. 

The representatives of the five Great 
Powers decided to appoint committees to 
deal with the Far Eastern question and 
with the subject of limitation.

A GREAT OVATION. 


The first to arrive at the Continental Memo- 
rial Hall for the second session of the Washing- 
ton Conference yesterday morning were the 
Chinese. and British advisers. They were 
followed by the members of the American Ad- 
visory Committee There was a recrudescence 
of the picketing campaign which had recently 
become a feature eof official gatherings in 
America. Just as the delegates were assembl- 
ing half a dozen women paraded up and down 
outside the hall,- carrying banners demanding 
the release of political prisoners. 

The galleries inside the building were again 
filled with a distinguished gathering, which in- 
cluded highly-placed military and naval officers 
and members of Congress. 

e day's proceedings opened with the 
unanimous adoption of the Committee pian 
worked out by the five principal Powers—the 
United States. Great Britain, France, Italy, and 
Japan. The hearing of the statements of the 
various delegations, with regard to the American 
proposals was then opened. i 

Mr. Balfour was the first speaker. His pro- 
nouncement of Great Britain’s views on naval 
limitation was the dominating feature of the 
day. The expressive silence which fell on the 
Conference as the head of the British Delega- 
tion rose to speak gave proof of the keen antici- 
pation with which the delegates awaited a state- 
ment of the views of Great Britain, as the 
Power most interested in the proposed limita- 
tions. Mr. Balfour spoke with his usual clear 
and perfect tone, using little gesture, but in- 
fusing into every word its significance and due 
importance. he speech was made without 
notes of any kind, save for a few words ecribbled 
on an envelope. 

The reading of the Premier’s message, endors- 
ing Mr. Balfour's opinion, that the speeches of 
President Harding and Mr. Hughes were bold, 
statesmanlike attitudes, and asking the head of 
the British Delegation to convey to both the 
British Government’s most sincere congratula- 
tions was greeted with a tremendous ovation, 
and put the finishing touch on the splendid effect 
produced by Mr. Balfour’s remarkable address. 

Admiral Kato. who followed, deciared that 
Japan, like Great Britain, also accepted the 
American proposals in principle 

Signor Schanzer and M Briand both declared 
their general acceptance of the American plan. 


The Conference finally adjourned at 12.44 
p.m., to meet again at the call of the Chair- 
man.

MH. BALFOUR’S PROMISE. 


Mr. Balfour, im the course of his speech, 
said:—The country which I[ represent is, As 
everybody knows, the miost intimately mterested 
im ali naval. questions. I count mysel among 
the fortunate of the earth in that | was present 
at, and to that extent had a share in tae pro- 
ceedings last Saturday. They were memoraúie, 
ind®éed. The secret was admirably kept. I 
listened to a speech which I thought an 
eloguent, appropriaie, and in every way fitting 
En sr H to the work oí the Conference whicú 
was about to open, or which, indeed, had been 


opened by the President, without supposing 
that anything very dramatic lay behind, and 
suddenly I ain aware, 43 suppose all 
present, became aware, that they were bo$ 
merely listening to an eloquent and admirable 
speech, but were present at a great historic 
event. 

The British Empire and Great Britain, these 
two together, are more profoundly concerned 


with all that touches matters mavai than it 15 
possible for any other nation to be, and this 
not, believe me, for any reasons of ambition, 
not for any- reasons drawn.from history or 
tradition, but from the hard, brutal necessities 
of claims and obvious facts. There mever has 
been in the history_of the world a great em- 
pire constituted as the British Empire ts—1t +s 
a fact, no doubt, familiar to everybody whom 
I am addressing. The United States stands 
solid, impregnable, self-sufficient, all its lines 
of communications protected, doubly. protected, 
completely protected trom any conceivable 
hostile act. It is not merely that you are a 
hundred and ten millions of population, it 18 
not that you are the wealthiest country in the 
world, it is that the whole configuration oi 
your country, the geographical position of your 
country, is such that you are wholly immune 
from the particular perils to which, from the 
nature of the case, the British Empire ta 
subject. ‘ 


LINES OF COMMUNICATION, 


Supposing, for example, that your Western 
States, for whose safety you are responsibie, 
were suddenly removed 10,000 miles across the 
sea; supposing you found that the very heart 
of your empire, the very heart of this great 
State, was a emall crowded tsiand, de- 
periding for oversea trade not merely, 
not chiefly, for its f!uxuries, but depend- 
ing upon overseas communication § for the 
raw material for those manufactures by 
which its super-abundant population lives, 
depending upon the same overseas communl- 
cation for the food upon which they subsist. 
Supposing it was a familiar thought in your 
minds that there never were at any moment of 
the year within the limits of your State more 
than seven weeks’ food for the population, and 
that that food had to be replenish d'by oversea 
communication—then, if you will draw thaí 
picture, if you will see all that it implies, al) 
that it carries with it, you will unCerstand why 
every citizen of the British Empire, whether he 
comes from the far Dominions of the Pacific or 
whether he lives in the small island iv the North 
Sea, never can forget that it is by com- 
munication that he lives, and that without sea 
communication he and the Empire to which he 
belongs would perish. 

Now, Iadies and gentlemen, do not supposa 
that I am uttering laments over the weakness 
of my Empire—far from it. We are strong, ! 
hope, in the vigorous life of its constituent 
parts. We are strong, I hope, in the ardent 
patriotism which binds us ali together; but this 
strategic weakness is obvious to everybody who 
reflects. It is present in the minds of our 
enemies—if we have enemies.

DEATH. 


REMARKABLE STORY 
TOLD IN BELFAST. 


— 


Remarkable evidence was given at the Belfast 
Custody Court yesterday, before Mr. J. Roche, 
R.M., in the “Kent street Sinn Fein prison 
case,” when four additional men were charged 
along with the three others who were remanded 
a week ago. The three men were Oarroll, 
Loughran, and Cunningham. The newly ar- 
rested prisoners were Patrick Walsh, Hamilton 
Young, Henry O'Neill, and Ambrose Largy, 
whom the District Inspector said he had ar- 
rested at one o'clock that morning at Brown 
Square Barrack, 

In reply to the Resident Magistrate, : District 
Inspector Nixon said that the charge against the 
seven prisoners was of having, with divers other 
persons, conspired, confederated, and agreed 
together to murder one Arthur Hunt. The 
warrant was read to each of the four accused 
men, who were arrested that morning, but none 
of them made any statement in reply. 

Each of the accused, when asked by the Clerk 
if he had any question to put to the District 
Inspector, retorted that he refused to recognise 
the Court as a soldier of the “ Irish Republic.” 


RELEASED MAN’S STORY. 

Arthur Hunt, who was rescued from the 
custody of his captors in a building in Upper 
Kent street on Sunday night, November 6, was 
then called. © is a young ex-Navyman. He 
said that he was an iron-turner by trade, and 
had been in the Navy. At 7.30 p.m. on 22nd 
October he was spoken to by a man named 
Alex. Skean at the junction of Upper Library 
street and Park street. Patrick Burns and 
Daniel Henry came up and called him aside, 

th producing revoivers. They said that 
Robert Brennan, of 32 Alton street, wanted to 
see him at No. He went with them to the 
address. 

District Inspector Nixon—Was Brennan there 
when you entered? Yes. 

What did he say to you? He produced a 
revolver, covered me, and told me to put up my 
hands. 

Hunt went on to tell the Court that he put 
up his hands. Brennan searched him and then 
said: “ You are in the hands of the Republican 
forces. I suppose you know this is quite legal 
and independent of the foreign Goverment? 

The District Inspector—Did he say anything 
about his own position in the “forces”? He 
said he was the commandant of “ O’’ Company, 
lst Batt., 1.R.A. 

Witness said that Brennan then preferred a 
charge against him of holding up a bread-server. 
He (Hunt) denied the charge. Brennan pre- 
ferred two other charges, and put two armed 
men to guard him. Witness saw four other 
prisoners there and knew some of them. ‘The 
two men on guard at first were relieved shortly 
after Ourfew by the prisoners, Walsh and 
Largy, and a man named Kane. The men were 
armed with revolvers, and remained in charge 
tit] about 7 o'clock on the morning of Sunday, 
23rd October. They were relieved by Patrick 
Byrne, Patrick Brennan, and Daniel Henry, who 
were also armed with revolvers. wey were 
relieved about the dinner hour, and the two 
men who had been in charge of witness on the 
first night returned and took guard. 

TAKEN OUT BLINDFOLDED. 

At 10 o'clock on the Sunday night four armed 
They said they were “A ” 
Company, 2nd Batt., 1.8:.A., and were talking 
about themselves. One, named McGraw, was 
talking about the time he was up for murder 
Another claimed credit for a bomb that was 
thrown and killed two women. These men 
were relieved on the morning of 24th October 
by Harry Geeman and Patrick (cr James) 
Steele. Steele described himself as 
master ‘‘C” Company, 5th Batt., R.A. 
A messenger came for them at midday, and 
said they were wanted for signalling practice. 
They left, and were relieved by others. About 
8.30 p.m. he saw Patrick Fleming, who told 
witness to put on his collar, and then blind- 
folded him and took him out to a waiting taxi, 
in which he was driven to a hall in the city. 
and Alick Kane were his 
escort. He was kept blindfolded in the hall 
until about 10 p.m. Witness heard the bolts of 
rifles, and was nervous, expecting to be shot 
at any moment. 

When his eyes were uncovered he saw from 
20 to W rifles in the hall, and about the sam 
number of men, who wore green trousers and 
leggings. Patrick Byrne, Dan Henry, and 
James Cole were placed guard over him. They 
were all armed. Later Stewart came and re 
lieved Henry and Cole. About 2.50 next morn- 
ing he was awakened from sleep by what he 
thought to be a noise at the door, and was 
struck on the head with the flat end of a 
hatchet, which cut him. Witness inquired who 
had dene it, and Stewart replied that he had. 
Next day (Wednesday) relief was given to a 
man called Philip’ or “Philly.” Witness be- 
came ill from the effects of the wound in the 
head and a pain in his side. His guard was 
changed every day. While he was ill he was 
attended by a man named George M‘Oullough, 
who described himself as “battalion medica! 
officer.” 

A CAMP NEAR DUBLIN, 

On 31st October he was 
taken in a taxi to a private house in the city. 
He occupied a front room, having no bed, but 
lay on a sofa. In the room was a large box 
about 4ft. square. Three armed men guar@ed him, 
a man named Rainey being in charge. One of 
the men said he would get four years for steal- 
ing a purse. On the evening of the lst Novem- 
ber he was again blindfolded and taken in a 
taxi by an armed guard, two of whom were 

After driving 
under a railway 
bridge and the bandage was taken from his 
eyes. He. was taken up to the railway station 
and put in a first#lass carriage of a waiting 
train. There were soldiers at the station. 

The District Inspector-——-Why did you not ask 
them to help you? 

Witness said that bis guard, who numbered 
five, were all armed, and the soldiers were not. 
After about twelve minutes in the train he was 
taken off again, put into a waiting taxi, ana 
blindfolded. After being driven a short dis- 
tance he was taken into a Sinn Fein camp, 
which was on high ground, and which he be- 
lieved, from what he heard the men saying, to 
be near Dublin. There were about 200 atmed 
men in the camp, and from 50 to 60 other 
risoners. Witness was kept there four and a 

alf days, under an armed guard. On 3rd 
November the guard told him he had been 
tried, and was going to be shot. On Saturday, 
November 5, he was again blindfolded and 
taken by the same escort in a taxi. One of 
the guard (Montgomery) repeated that witness 
had been tried, and was going to be shot. He 
was brought back to Belfast, and taken to 
Foot’s yard, in Kent etreet. He was brought 
upstairs to a room. He saw Robert Brennan, 
who had first charged him; also Largy and 
Patrick Loughran. 

There- were about fifteen others there. BPren- 
nan got a roll of documents from Steele, and 
then said to witness. ‘“‘ We are going to dispose 

you next week.” He (witness) replied, 
“Thank God; what's the fine?” Brennan 
said, “ There is no fine in this case. You may 
gay your prayers.” Brennan then put an armed 
guard over witness—Patrick Loughran and two 
others—who were relieved on the Sunday 
mbrning by another guard. On the Sunday 
night Carroll, O'Neill, Young, Loughran, and 
Cénningham were on mm over him. Shortly 
affer 11 p.m. that night he heard some tramp- 
ing in the street and knocking at the door of 
the yard. Carroll, Young, and O'Neill, who 
were armed, ran down the stairs. Cunningham 
levelled his revolver at witness’s head and said, 
ane" speak a word, or I'll blow your block 


THE RESCUE. 

Witness said he heard the police driving in 
the door and rushing into the place. Loughran 
and Cunningham put up their hands, and were 
taken into custody. On 6th November, at 5 


p.m., Brennan and a max wearing glasses 


came to the room to see witness. Brennan 
asked, “How are wou feeling now?” Witness 
replied, “ Not so bad. - What about getting 
off?” ‘Brennan said, “ There's no ‘off’ in the 
case this time. To-morrow night you'll be 
playing a harp.” All the time that he (wit- 
ness) was in custody he was given to under- 
stand by the guards, regarding his fate, that 
he would never be handed over to the R.1.0. 
or any other authority alive. He never got a 
formal trial in Dublin or elsewhere, but was 
simply told he would be shot. 

At the conclusion of his statement, Hunt said 
that the commander of the camp where he was 
detained was called Danie! Breen. 

Asked if they had any questions to put to 
Hunt, the prisoners all made the same reply as 

reviously—that they were “soldiers of the 
irish Republic” and refused to recognise the 
court. 

The seven men were remanded in custody 
till Friday next.

WATCHING MUNICIPAL 
SPENDTHRIFTS.

The 13th annual general meeting of the Dublin 
Citizens’ Association was preceded last evening 
by a dinner at the Shelbourne Hotel, at which 
Mr. M. Sydney Orr presided. 

Proposing the health of the President, Mr. 
William Findlater said that Mr. Orr was the 
backbone of the Association. As Chairman of 
the Committee he had done a great deal. 

The Association had been doing quiet, sound, 
good work, which was for the benefit of every 
citizen of Dublin. 

The President said that the Association stood 
on a foundation of necessity and utility. Its 
twelve years’ existence was its justification as 
an organisation for the protection of the m- 
terests of the citizens and the ratepayers. 
NEED OF THE ORGANISATION, 

The chief reason for its existence was the 
anomaly that obtains in relation to Municipal 
elections in the city. Beyond question, Muni- 
sipal elections were run entirely on political 
issues, and not on business principles. No 
man who did not put politics in the forefront 
had any chance of election to the Corporation. 

A great many of the commercial concerns in 
Dublin were limited liability companies, and 
as such were disfranchised. That being so, 
it was only through an association like this 
that they could be heard at all.
